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Haute heads turning to new high-end 
shopping areas around Rush Street

High-end shopping isn’t disappearing from 
Chicago. It’s changing addresses. 

While Oak Street flounders with record 
vacancies in the wake of the global luxury re- 
cession, adjacent Rush Street is coming into 
its own as a shopping strip for the rich and 
fabulous. 

Leading the charge is a striking new 
Hermes flagship at Oak and Rush streets that 
is drawing the nucleus of Chicago’s high-end 
fashion energy west to Rush. In June, the Pari- 
sian salon best known for its $375 silk scarves 
and $10,000 Birkin bags moved from Oak’s 
dead zone near the shuttered Esquire The- 
ater, where it resided since 1989, to the inter- 
section of the old and new luxury streets. 

Oak Street isn’t alone in the upheaval riling 
exclusive shopping strips around the world, 
and the shakeup has raised questions about 
how relevant marquee streets such as Rodeo 
Drive or Madison Avenue are to a new genera- 
tion of luxury consumers. 

The Ladies Who Lunch who frequented 
Oak Street salons in the 1990s are stepping 
aside for their sons and daughters, who are 
just as happy to buy a pair of $995 Jimmy 
Choo gladiator sandals from the designer’s 
website or— better yet— And them on sale at 
burgeoning online shopping clubs such as Gilt 
Groupe, Ideeli or HauteLook. 

“The younger customer is key here,” said 
retail consultant Dawn Mello, who has held 
posts at the top of the luxury world as presi- 
dent of Bergdorf Goodman and creative di- 
rector at Gucci. “That’s who’s open to new 
ideas and new merchandise.” 

Unlike past spurts of economic turmoil, 
the wealthy felt the tremors of the Great Re- 
cession. And the aftershocks have left them 
skeptical about designer prices and more will- 
ing to venture off the beaten track in search of 
well-crafted luxury goods. 

The shift in attitude is helping Rush Street 
appeal to luxury houses that a decade ago saw 
the road as little more than a back alley to the 
Magnificent Mile and a thoroughfare to the 
Near North bar scene. 

“More and more retailers are considering 
Rush as a location for luxury or better fash- 
ion,” said Lorraine Adney director of the 
Midwestern region for the McDevitt Co., a 
retail real estate firm. “People who before this 
point in time had not viewed Rush Street as 
luxury are now taking a second look and say- 
ing this could be another option.” 


WHO’S BUYING LUXE? 

Spending on luxury goods by affluent 
Americans is forecast to grow by 
$28 billion in 2010, experts forecast last 
month, and the wealthy are happy despite 
most believing the U.S. is still in recession. 
The “Survey of Affluence and Wealth in 
America,” conducted by American Express 
Publishing and Harrison Group, found 
luxury spending would rebound for the 
first time in three years, led by purchases 
of automobiles, services, travel and 
children’s clothing, reuters 



The Marc Jacobs Collection, which has a 
reputation for pioneering into new luxury 
territory, spurred the Rush Street renaissance 
earlier this year when it opened a dramatic 
outpost at Rush and Walton streets in the 
swanky Elysian Hotel. Chandeliers dangling 
from the 20 -foot ceilings through the large 
picture windows bring a palatial bearing pre- 
viously unfamiliar to the street. 

Erench shoe designer Christian Louboutin, 
known for sky-high pumps with trademark 
red soles, has been looking at space on Rush 
Street for its first Chicago store. And British 
tailored-clothing store Ted Baker is moving 
onto Rush around the corner from Prada. 

The secret about luxury houses is that even 
though they want to be exclusive, they don’t 
want to stray too far from the pack, real estate 
brokers say The more luxury retailers that find 
a home on Rush Street, the more wiU follow 

Since opening June i at Rush and Oak 
across from Barneys and Prada, Hermes has 
seen its Chicago sales increase “dramatically” 
from a year ago, said Robert Chavez, CEO of 
Hermes in the U.S. 

“What was surprising is the enormous level 
of increased walk-in traffic,” Chavez said. 
“There are a lot more walk-ins and tourists 
due to the corner location.” 

Real estate brokers also say interest along 
Oak Street is starting to pick up, and there 
is talk about filling empty storefronts with 
groups of young designers from Asia and Eu- 
rope that will bring new life to the strip. 

“Everything needs redefining and redesign- 
ing,” said cosmetics maven Marilyn Miglin, 
who first set up shop on the street in 1963. 
“The days when I began on Oak Street, there 
were a lot of small spaces. We need to make 
room for new designers again, smaller entre- 
preneurs that will bring new energy”

Posner plays the new-millennium 
soulman in “Do You Wanna,” tiffing off 
a Ray LaMontagne horn sample and 
selling the loping groove like he’s the 
love child of Otis Redding and Macy 
Gray He holds his own with Boyz II 
Men, who back him up on “Deja Vu” 
and give him a sweet response to his 
sometimes expletive-laden calls. On 


“Synthesizer,” Posner 
stretches a bit too far 
for a hook to get “Don’t 
synthesize her, don’t 
redesign her” into the 
synthy-soul ballad. 

But before people 
start getting the idea 
that he’s an old-school 
soul cat, Posner quickly 
makes sure to act his age— in 
the catchy come-on “Bow 
ChickaWowWoV’or

‘Scott Pilgrim’ 
lost in a metaphor 


Somehow, puny bass player Scott Pilgrim 
(Michael Cera) has a certain way with the 
ladies, including his latest crush Ramona 
(Mary Elizabeth Winstead). The hard part: 
Scott must defeat Ramona’s seven evil exes 
in a video game-style battle if he wants to 
stay with her. Anna Kendrick, Chris Evans, 
Brandon Routh, Kieran Culkin and Jason 
Schwartzman co-star. 

The buzz: Directed by Edgar Wright 
(“Hot Euzz”) and featuring a smorgasbord 
of cool young actors, “Scott Pilgrim,” based 
on Bryan Lee O’Malley’s graphic novels, is 
hipster central and won’t be for everyone. 
Maybe this time Cera’s attempt to be a ba- 
dass will work better than “%uth in Revolt.” 


The verdict: The movie’s all so metaphori- 
cal that it nearly ceases to exist in reality (In 
reality the exes would beat the snot out of 
Scott.) Instead of developing anything about 
its characters or their relationships after a 
snappy start, the repetitive “Scott Pilgrim” 
constantly asserts its own coolness in increas- 
ingly ironic ways until it’s barely clear what’s 
being winked at anymore. Still, being funny 
and dorky-chic is the goal here and that’s 
exactly what “Scott Pilgrim” is, even if its 
genre mash-up never approaches the insight 
about the dangerously heightened emotions 
of youth seen in movies such as “Brick.”

Don’t be intimidated by weekend 
crowds at the new Gold Coast 
iteration of this popular local 
breakfast concept with locations 
in the South Loop and River 
North. And trust us, there will be 
a crowd. On opening weekend, 
Yolk’s courtyard already was lined 
with eager diners. But staffers 
powered through the huge list of 
names, paring down an estimated 
35-minute wait to about 15. 

Inside, the place is unmistak- 
ably Y)lk, with yolky yellow walls, 
bamboo floors and stacks of egg 
cartons at the edge of the kitchen. 
Will this location give reason to 
stay as packed as the other Y)lks? 

Server says: Try the eggs Benedict 
($9.99, right), which Y)lk’s known 
for. It even gets a “voted best in 
town” shout-out on the menu, 
though we still can’t figure out 
where the vote came from. 


We say: The original Benedict is 
fine, no better or worse than we’ve 
had before, but the Benedict spin- 
offs are must-tries. We’ll be back 
for the South of the Border Benny 
($9.99), made with not-too-spicy 
(but certainly not bland) chorizo 
and chipotle sauce. If you can 
make room, order Y)lk’s fluffy 
pancakes too. 

Feel free to pass on: Any non- 
breakfast item. No offense to 
lunch, but this place knows the 
most important meal of the day 
from omelets and frittatas to 
crepes and French toast. Ordering 
a BLT here just wouldn’t feel right. 

Sideshow: The usual sausage, 
bacon and potatoes share menu 
space with yogurt, corned beef 
hash and pastries. But you prob- 
ably won’t need a side if your meal 
comes with fruit; this is one seri- 
ously hefty order of fresh pine- 


apple, grapes and orange slices. 

Is it lunchtime yet? Salads, wraps, 
burgers and sandwiches play a 
significant but secondary role. 
We’re tempted by the 10 variet- 
ies of big salads such as sesame- 
crusted salmon with peppers and 
sesame dressing, and steak salad 
with sliced blackened beef and 
crumbled blue cheese. 

Buzz factor: Yolk gets its java 
from Illinois-based Kokos Coffee 
and serves it at every location. 
Unlimited cups are $2.34; expect 
yours to be filled often. 

Crowd surfing: On weekends. 
Gold Coast couples mix with 
obvious tourists, and young 
professionals grabbing a bite after 
their morning run. ^^ekdays 
cater to downtown workerbees.

Pack your meal, 
but pass on BPA 

At home with my parents on a recent weekend, I noticed my mom 
packs my dad’s sandwiches in plastic resealable bags. Not exactly 
what a green gal like me wants to see, especially from her own 
parents. 

Soon after, I dragged my mom to Target in search of reusable 
containers. Her choice very quickly became the ones that boasted 
being BPA-free. 

“Go, Mom,” I thought— until I figured out that she knew BPA 
was bad but had no idea why Of course, she’s not the only one. 

So here’s a crash course on BPA, including what it means and 
whether you should avoid it. 

BPA stands for bisphenol A, a chemical that long has been used 
in the production of plastic food containers, baby bottles and even 
metal food cans. 

It’s not banned as of yet, but the Food and Drug Administration 
sees reason for concern based on some recent studies. According to 
a January report by the FDA, the chemical’s possible effects on the 
brain and behavior have the group looking at BPA more carefully 
The potential effects are particularly important when it comes to 
babies and small children, as their development is not yet complete. 

In fact, because of the sensitivity of infants, the FDA website’s 
update on BPA says the organization supports and encourages the 
removal of BPA from baby bottles and feeding cups during this 
“interim phase.” 

But don’t panic just yet— research by the FDA has shown that 
low-level exposure to BPA is not an immediate threat. 

Still want to minimize your BPA exposure? Buy fewer canned 
products, such as soups and pasta. The can’s lining can leach BPA 
into the food. 

Polycarbonate plastic 
containers, usually marked 
with recycling No. 7, can 
leak BPA, especially 
if heated. Instead, 
try buying glass or 
ceramic dishware 
if you’re going 
to be heating 
them often. 

In the end, 
you don’t 
have to be an 
expert on the 
subject to say 
no to BPA, but it 
helps to know why 
you’re just saying no, 
doesn’t it?
